Church. 

In  his  Thursday  address,  the 
93-year-old  spiritual  leader  of  more 
than  2,480,000  Mormons  urged  list- 
eners to  seek  to  edify  the  spirit, 
not  gratify  the  physical  appetites. 

Throughout  the  conference,  other 
members  of  the  general  authorities 
touched  on  the  theme  of  spiritual 
development. 

SPIRIT  IS  ETERNAL 

“Our  spirits  cannot  be  touched 
by  death.”  said  President  Hugh  B. 
Brown  of  the  First  Presidency  in 
the  Saturday  morning  session  of 
conference.  He  described  death  as 
a mere  intermediate  step  in  the 
eternal  progress  of  man.  saying. 
“Death  is  not  the  extingushing  of 
the  light:  it  is  putting  out  the  lamp 
because  the  dawn  has  come.” 


President  N.  Eldon  Tanner,  sec- 
ond counselor  in  the  First  Presi- 
dency, also  spoke  of  spiritual  de- 
velopment in  his  Sunday  morning 
address  He  entreated  Church  mem- 
bers to  put  into  practice  the  Gold- 
en Rule,  each  trying  to  build  his 
own  character  and  not  find  fault 
wi;h  his  neighbor,  saying.

Managing  Editor  Lists  Aims

“God  said,  Come  let  us  speak  to 
one  another  ...  It  is  through  dia- 
logue that  we  communicate  with 
each  other  and  with  God.  It  is 
only  through  dialogue  that  truths 
will  be  revealed  to  us.” 


Eugene  England,  managing  ed- 
itor of  “Dialogue:  A Journal  of 
Mormon  Thought,”  thus  express- 
ed the  philosophy  which  inspired 
this  magazine. 

He  spoke  Friday  afternoon  in 
the  little  Theater  of  the  Wilkinson 
Center  to  an  audience  which  over- 
flowed into  the  aisles  and  entran- 
ces. 

“Revelations  are  not  stones 
flung  down  to  mankind  fr  o m 
God,”  he  said.  “We  instead  are 
sentient  beings  flung  into  contact 
with  the  reality  of  the  entire  un- 
iverse. Our  groping  for  under- 
standing in  all  things  is  what 
leads  to  revelation.” 

He  listed  some  of  the  aims  of 
Dialogue,  a quarterly  magazine 
now  in  its  second  year  of  publica- 
tion with  an  estimated  5,000  sub- 
scribers : 

— To  publish  a high  quality,  in- 
teresting journal  for  Mormons  in- 
terested in  sharing  intdlectual 
ideas. 

— To  cover  the  needs  in  a spec- 
ial area  that  is  not  being  provided 
for  by  any  of  the  other  Church 
publications. 

— To  provide  a source  fw  secu- 
lar critics  who  may  be  suspicious 
of  “official  sources.” 

— To  provide  a forum  for  a 
scholarly  criticism  and  discussion 
of  Church  related  issues. 

— To  help  individuals  in  their 
search  for  meaning  and  compat- 
ability  between  Mormonism  and 
the  secular  world. 

“Essentially,  our  aim  h to  dis- 


cuss what  faith  means  when  you 
go  out  into  the  world  and  try  to 
be  a Mormon  in  the  20th  cen- 
tury,” England  said. 

“It  is  our  church.  Each  of  us 
is  responsible  for  what  happens 
to  it.  We  are  shirking  our  respon- 
sibilities when  we  make  no  at- 
tempt to  talk  over  issues  which 
trouble  us.” 

The  following  are  excerpts  from 
the  question  and  answer  period 
which  followed  England’s  speech: 

Q.  What  right  do  you  have  to 
doubt  or  question  what  you  are 
told  by  authority?  What  good  does 
it  do? 

A.  If  dialogue  is  pursued  with 
the  proper  spirit  of  inquiry,  we 
can  discover  meanings  which 
clarify  the  doubts. 

People  who  have  doubts  are  not 
necessarily  immoral  or  wicked. 
And  those  who  have  no  doubts  are 
not  necessarily  stupid  or  intellect- 
uafly  dishonest.  Both  groups  can 
achieve  greater  understanding  of 
each  other’s  viewpoint  through 
dialogue. 

Q.  Do  you  Use  prayer  in  plan- 
ning each  publication? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  What  do  the  General  Author- 
ities think  about  “Dialogue?” 

A.  I don’t  know— and  I don’t 
know  if  I want  to  find  out  just 
yet.  We  both  need  to  wait  a while 
and  see  how  it  all  works  out. 

Q.  How  does  BYU  Studies  com- 
pare with  Dialogue? 

A.  BYU  Studies  is  a publication 
where  Mormon  writers  can  pub- 
lish articles  related  to  their  own 
fields,  not  essentially  related  to 
Mormonism.  Dialogue  serves  a 
different  function  — to  probe  and 
search  Mormon  thought.  Its  ideas 
are  tentative  and  subject  to 
change.  Because  of  its  nature, 
“Dialogue”  needs  to  remain  inde- 
pendent. 


Q.  Why  does  Dialogue  seem  to 
be  mainly  a forum  for  Mormons 
who  are  critics  of  the  Church.  Is- 
n’t Dialogue  just  as  critical  to- 
ward these  people? 

A.  We  welcome  and  want  more 
articles  “criticizing  the  critics.” 
So  far,  the  critics  have  been  more 
willing  to  express  their  ideas  than 
the  defenders  have. 

Q.  What  about  using  “Dia- 
logue” as  a missicurary  tool?  I 
can  think  of  instances  where  it 
would  be  more  effective  than  flan- 
nel boards. 


A.  I would  be  appalled  if  mis- 
sionaries began  using  it  as  a reg- 
ular tool.  But  it  does  reach  a cer- 
tain intellectual  group  which 
couldn’t  be  reached  otherwise.  Of 
course,  “Dialogue”  alone  won’t 
convert  anyone,  but  it  could  open 
the  way. 

Q.  What  kind  of  feedback  are 
you  getting?  What  do  you  think 
you’ve  accomplished,  if  anything? 

A.  Comments  like  these  are  re- 
warding: I didn’t  know  there  was 
a community  in  Mormonism  that 
I would  identify  with  and  beHong 
to  ...  I became  aware  of  my  own 
responsibilities. 

Q.  Aren’t  you  afraid  that  intel- 
lectuals will  create  a “community 
within  a community”  — which 
will  lead  to  a split? 

A.  At  first  we  were  but  that 
fear  has  died  out.  The  unity  with- 
in wards  has  proven  greater  than 
any  clique  on  the  basis  of  “Dia- 
logue” readers  and  non-readers. 

Q.  Can  we  have  this  sort  of  dia- 
logue at  BYU? 

A.  Dr.  Crockett,  would  you  care 
to  answer?  (Dr.  Crockett  encour- 
aged BYU  to  think  about  mean- 
ingful problems  within  an  appro- 
priate context  which  wouldn't  un- 
dermine basic  principles.) 


A new  state-wide  organization 
to  battle  obscenity  — the  Utah  Cit- 
izens for  Decent  Literature  — was 
formed  this  week  following  the  re- 
cent passage  by  the  Utah  Legisla- 
ture of  newly-strengthened  anti- 
obscenity legislation. 

Taking  the  name  of  the  national 
organization  of  CDL,  the  Utah 
group  was  formed  by  the  merging 
of  the  Utah  and  Salt  Lake  County 
Councils  for  Better  Movies  and 
Literature. 

William  Beal  of  Salt  Lake  City 
and  Dr.  Henry  J.  Nicholes  of  Pro- 
vo are  ciiairmen  of  the  Salt  Lake 
and  Utah  County  organizations, 
respectively. 

Governor  Calvin  Rampton  has 
signed  into  law  HB  214  and  SB  231 
which  strengthen  and  clarify  exis- 
ting state  laws:  both  passed  the 
legislature  unanimously  and  with 
no  amendments. 

The  bill  was  di’afted  and  intro- 
duced at  the  request  of  the  Utah 
and  Salt  Lake  County  Councils 
after  more  than  30,000  signatures 
were  gathered  on  petitions  in  the 
two  counties. 

Drafting  the  bill  were  Glen  Ellis. 
Provo  City  attorney;  Don  Bybee, 
Salt  Lake  City  prosecutor;  and 
James  Clancy,  legal  counsel  for  the 
nation-wide  CDL  and  one  of  the 
nation’s  foremost  lawyers  on  ob- 
scenity control. 

Carl  Clark  and  Boyd  Bronson, 
Senator  and  Representative  res- 
spectively  from  Salt  Lake  City,  vol- 
unteered to  sponsor  the  bill  along 
with  many  others. 

Those  present  this  week  at  the 
organizational  meeting  praised  the 
work  of  Mr.  Clancy  who  was  in  Salt 
Lake  City  for  two  days  in  January 
to  meet  with  law  enforcement 
groups,  legislators  and  others,  and 
to  debate  Utah  Attorney  General 
Phfl  Hansen. 

The  work  of  Mrs.  Maurine  Brim- 
hall  (legislative  coordinator  for  the 
two  county  councils),  Mrs.  LaVeme 
Diehl,  William  H.  Beal,  and  Mrs. 
Donna  Bullock  — all  of  Salt  Lake 
City  — was  praised  by  Dr.  Nicholes 
and  those  at  the  meeting. 

Mrs.  'Brimhall  pointed  out  that 
with  the  newly-amended  statute, 
the  responsibility  passes  to  the  cit- 
izens of  each  city  and  county  in 
the  state  to  petition  their  respec- 
tive city  and  county  commission- 
ers to  enact  ordinances  patterned 
exactly  after  the  state  law  in  order 
to  control  obscenity. 


“This  is  the  most  effective ' 
to  help  curb  the  problem,’*"  - 
Brimhall  added.  'J*
